Students and of the Students' Council of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republic may result in the 
broadening of educational and cultural exchanges between the two countries. 



In a report prepared by the 
NFCUS International Affairs Vice- 
president, Paul Becker, it is noted 
that the reciprocal tours of student 
representatives might be expanded 
to include up to 20 students from 
each country. The Soviet visitors 
would come to this country in 
either the fall, or the spring and

Toronto, and ^ the corresponding 
division at Lomonossov University 
in Moscow. 

The proposal of the World Uni- 
versity Service of Canada commit- 
tee at the University of British 
Columbia to receive a Soviet stu- 
dent in 1062-63 was noted by the 
meeting, and was regarded as the 
pilot project under the general 
agreement. 

The interest of the University of 
lUng's College, Halifax, n cx 
change with the Soviet Union was 
also noted and NFCUS agreed to 
explore these possibilities further 
with^the.authorlties of King's Col 
lege:

Too Dear A Price 



The new plan also brings to light the narrower 
problem of whether a union should be run by stu- 
dents or by the university. The former offers two big 
advantages. In the first place, a students' union should 
be the force which draws together diverse campus 
groups. 

A student-run union can produce this effect 
since students will feel that it is the one place on 
campus which belongs to them. On the other hand, 
their attitude towards a university-controlled union 
will not be appreciably different from their attitude 
towards any other building on campus. 

The second point involves fhe purpose of the 
union, which is to provide students with service and 
facilities for their extracurricular -actjvities. A student 
manager will react more quickly than any other 
type of person to the needs of his fellow students. 
He is in the best position to know the probable effect 
of different policies and will consequently be able 
to take the most beneficial line of action. 

The Senate Committee On Development report 
which outlines the specific plans for McGill's massive 
building program, contains a recommendation which 
could destroy our form of student government, reduc- 
ing its level of effectiveness to that of a primary 
school's student council. The report says i "... the 
Committee recommends that a University centre (new 
Union), under the control of the University, be cons- 
tructed . . ."This proposal has been approved by the 
Board of Governors. 

If this is one of the conditions attached to the 
construction of a new Union, then we are better off 
in our overcrowded situation where we still manage 
our own affairs. 

The basis of the autonomy of the McGill Students' 
Society is its control over the Union. Student activities 
can be run effectively by students because we our- 
selves operate the physical facilities in which these 
activities take place. If the SEC, our executive organ, 
is forced to compromise its power and finds if must 
submit to the decisions of the University-appointed 
manager, our whole concept of student government 
will deteriorate. 

We have been able to govern ourselves in a 
mature and able manner only because we have been 
given complete responsibility for our actions.- Once a 
watchdog is appointed to oversee our most important 
activity, the mottvation behind, our adult approach 
to student government, will disappear. 

A non-student manager may have the most admir- 
able of intentions, but, because he views the fun -aiins 
of a union in a perspective different from those who 
- are actively using the_union, there will undoubtedly 
be occasions when his policy will prevent students 
from making optimum use of the buildirig. • 

We must also consider the fact that the role, of 
the Union has changed considerably since our ancient 
edifice was first constructed, i^ad it not been the case 
that each year the new executive took a fresh look at 
. the problems, it would have been impossible for the 
Union to keep up witTi the times. A permanent ma- 
nagement would be very reluctant to make the minor 
changes which are essential to the functioning of 
the union.

The Function Of A Union 

Yesterday's artide outlined fiveilmainlipurposes or aims of a good Siudenit' Union. To- 
day I will consider some of the physical properties, a good Union must hovt in order to fulfill 
its role on' the campus. 



Considering tlut A first class 
Students' Union must be tlie 
focal point of the student's un!> 
versity life, it is immediately 
apparent that its geographic 
position can only be at the 
centre or focal point of the uni- 
versity's campus. The farther 
away the Union is from this site, 
the léss effective will it be as 
the hearthstone of the universi- 
ty.. 

As a facility for the develop- 
ment and broadening of the 
mind, the Students' Union should 
be spacious with easy traffic 
flow and ■ interconnecting areas' 
that will encourage the student 
to move about in the building 
and see what ' other clubs, 
groups, and individuals arc do- 
ing. In this way, students will 
learn quiclcly of otber-aclivities, 
and will tend to move in'on^dis- 
cussion groups and, other, in- 
formal gatherings. The layout of 
our present Union is good in this 
respect (for sevtsn hundred stu- 
dents). However, a multi-storied 
Union would be completely con- 
trary to this commonly accepted 
principle. Students would enter 
the building, go to a particular 
floor, (after finally getting on 
the elevator), and never know 
what was happening above or 
below them. A good internal 
design for a Students' Union is 
a tremendous architectural prob- 
lem, and only the finest archi- 
tects should be employed to find 
the solutions. 

In summing up, this "Philoso- 



phy on a Students' Union", it 

might be worthwhile to pause 
for a minute to consider McGill's 
situation. Many years have pas- 
sed since our Board of Govern- 
ors were students, and, in those 
days, the Students' Union exist- 
ed as a very fine club. It is

quite natural, therefore, that 

some of those now considering 
McGill's development program, 
while agreeing upon thejurgency 
of a New Union, still feel that a 

good Students' Union would be 
a luxury on the campus. 



" When our superiors attended 
McGj^', she had far fewer stu- 
dents than today, therefore, it 
may be difficult to realize the 
necessity of a dynamic Union 
as a centre of fortification of 
student spirit and participation. 
Today, no university of McGill's 
size and quality deserves to 
exist as an. institution of learn- 
ing if it does not sincerely be- 
lieve in and support a first class 
Students' Union. If our Board 
of Governors believed this, and 
were fully aware of a Union's 
true role on the campus, I am 
convinced we would not hear 
that now thçrc is no room for 
the Union on the campus, and 
that the future Union will have 
to be located.on its .existing site.

commissioned to inquire into the 
validity of "certain rumours con- 
cerning Uie weekend of October 
14". The committee will attempt 
to establish exactly what events 
detrimental to the university ac- 
tually did take place. 

MANAGER COMPLAINS 
The manager of the Queen's 
Hotel In Slontreal had complained 
of fire hoses ripped from their 
cases, students running through the 
halls screaming "fire", removal 
of the clc:tric exit signs, damaged 
carpels, telephones pulled 'from 
the walls, and students racing up 
and down fire escapes.

The Judicial Committcq will in- 
vestigate the widely differing ac- 
counts of the weekend, study re- 
ports of actual damages done, if 
any, in the Queen's Hotel, and on 
the Canadian National Railways 
train, and by separating rumour 
from fact, will arrive at a com- 
prehensive picture. 

Schwarz said that ten students 
have been requested by the com- 
mittee to give testimony. Other 
students with any pertinent in-, 
formation arc also requested to 
attend, he said. Schwarz pointed 
out that the co-operation of the 
entire student body will be neces- 
sary if a successful conclusion 
to this matter Is to be reached 
and future recurrence prevented.
